For instance, although we sre in a partial 
superior vosition in the Northeaet we have not yet launched the final 
all-out attack on Shenyang (Manchuria) and Changchun, But in North China 
the relation between the rural villages and the cities will be changed 
eariier than in the Seuth, At present cities in the North have been 
enacircied by the rurel villages whereas those in the South have not, 


Ds The recuest for the abandonment of work of the overseas newsnarers ‘in 
order to provide men for work in the rural villages te inappropriate. 


Ki The reason for the amalgsmation of the two overseas newspavers is to 
Save manpower for the rural villares. If masses could be found to run 

then, thay may not be amalgamated, To esteem the work of the rural villages 
is fundamentally correct but to split up the work and return to the rural 
villages will slacken the working spirit.

After reading the article they knew they were in the wrong. Prom the letter 
to the peasante it is neticeable that the Party has made progress in the 
mass route. Thore who did not wish to participate in the strugele because 
of the question of their livelihood now understand that when the livelihood 
a¥ the masaes is eettled no question will arise regarding their own. 


Di ASter reading the letter to peasants, there comes a question 'Is the 
Umited Front still required?’ According to some people, withont the 
participation of the landlords, there will be no United Front. They consider 
this incorrect as the foundation of the United Front of the rural villages 

is based on the middle peasants who make un 20 nar cent of the novulation. 

in order to carry out land reform successfully, the middie peasants must be 
united. This is a biased view. Later it was understood that apart from the 
middle peasants, there are the liberal cavitaliste and intelligentsia. 


P: The present discussion is to clarify these questions: The United Front 
eoncerns tactics and not strategy and the identification of allied troops. 
The definition of classes is still unclear. Regarding the United Front, 
some one has simplified the matter by saying: "They do not come themselves 
and we have not discarded them." After reading the letter to peasants a 
serious change has taken place in their thourhts. They know that as soon 
as the peovle rise, there will be some measures. The April lst report 

shows that the letter to peasants indicates a tendency towards domination 
by the masses. The questions of middle peasants and rich peasants was 
slarified after resding the definition of classes. The question of overseas 
potty landlords, They should be liquidated in the same manner, In JEN's 
(4 ) report, the restriction on classes is not so strict as before, There 
has been a better understanding on the vrocedure of land reform. Formerly 
she people's capitalists were regarded as the unper str:tum of the middle 
and petty capitalists. Their status in the United Front is unclear, MaC's 
definition on what the masses are compoerd of has extenuated the restrictions 
and clarified the matter. Formerly ther was a tendency towards the left, 
and critics on FENG's (> ) literature was welcomed, 


x: Why is the desertion of the middle neasants a deciding factor in the 
course of the revolution? (1) They do not exploit. (2) After the over- — 
throw of the rich neasants, they will occuny an important position 
technically in production. (3) The poor peasants will be promoted middle 
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peasants. Although there is only 20 per cent of them, they will increase 
rapidly and will become the majority, Their demand (political) to the new 
democratic stage is the same as that of the nroletariana. Their vroduct lon 
will play an important part in the new democratic economy and reconstruction. 


D: Under the new democracy, the middle peasants will become rich neasants 
very quickly. The new rich neasants will have a strong effect on economy 
ani reconstruction under new democracy. WU Man-yu (A 33% #4) 1s a poor 
tenant peasant but he has -a determination stronger than the middle peasants. 
fhe standard of knowledge and culture of the middle peasants is good. They 
are sensible to political problems. If we do not get them they will go over 
to the enemy's camp. It is a serious loss. 


Q: Under the principles of the United Front, we met strive for middle 
influence. Ye must strive for the middle peasants as they are the middle 
Influence, Politically the poor neasants are not so sensible ag the middle 
peasants, MAN 1s a poor tenant peasant but wants the poor Peasants to rank 
with the middle peasants. Some of the middle peasants are also being ex- 
ploited and therefore we must strive for them and get them united, 


K: Middle neasants are the progressive influence and not the middle influence. 


Li: The desertion of the middle peasants is a deciding factor in the Revolution 
because the middle peasants are the toiling masses who do not exploit. They 
are the petty capitalists who form the majority of the country's nooulation. 

fo disappoint the middle peasants, it will mean allenating the petty capitalist 
from us and frustrating the hope of the poor tenant peasants for a bright 
future. The revolution is to develop production and imorove livelihood. 

if the middle peasants who live on their own means are to be disappointed, 

why should there be a revolution? The ravolution dose not over~rate the poor. 
nor adopt the principle of absolutism, The middle neasants ara shaky and 
therefore should be given careful nrotection, Digappointment to the new rich 
peasants will scare the middle neasante. ; 


K: In the talk on the lst of April it was suggested thet in the course of 
the land reform the people's representative conference for districts and 
villages should be formed when possible. At prasant the liberated areas in 
North Chins have resolved to convene a People's Rerresontative Conference 
to form a coalition government. What are the olements in the United Prant 
walting to participate in the Government. Their qualifications should be 
decided on their merits. , 


P? Introduce a aet of new measures at the discussion of the North China 
Peonle's Representative Conference. It is different from the Northeast 
Political Committee which is on a transitional basis. It is a further step 
towards the new political reconstruction. On the United Front we should take 
concrete action to strengthen the belief of the peorle, and prove that our 
words and deeds coincie, ; 


Ls <A representative meeting should ba held first 4n North China to form a 
coalition government. Because the area is in the center, any blame put on 
the Soviet by the enemy under some excuse, as in the case of the Northeast, 
een be avoided, It will more seriously affect Nanking, Shanghai, South and 
Southwest China. To summons the Representative Conference, incites and urge 
the progressive masses to varticipate and fruetrate all the anemy's attempts 
u% spreading rumor and slander. 


D; Ina letter to the overseas Yin Chih JX, 3G )*** Headquarters, CHU X X 
( & ) and others suggested resvoniing to the appeal for a New Political 
Consultative Conference, saying that they would be excluded if there was a 
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delay. In the reply, they agreed in principle but would not make an open | 
declaration before ascertaining the atrength of the two sides. Recently an 
express letter wae issued and a five-man section formed to atrugele against 
the reactionary clique. 


K: The problem concerning lands of the overseas Chinese. How deal with the 
land of the overseas Chinese which have been bought with money accumulated 
and earned from hard labor. How deal with fields in the villace owned by 
overseas Chines@who have obtained thair money by exploitation. 


Di Are overseas Chinese compradores? Do compradores include those who 
have worked hard and accumulated a cavital vith which they conduct sveculative 
Pus iness? 


KX: Ghose maintaining close economic connection with the imperialists are 
compradores. Compradores working in office who buy or sell goode for the 
imperialists are also compradores. HU Wen~hu (AW Boon Haw) is a compradore. 


P: There are only a few compradores among the overseas Chinese. Laundries 
and cafes are excluded but certain immort and export firms come under this 
category. Very few of them ere direct agents of the imperialiets. The 
canitelist class is the compradore clase, 


K: The majority of the overseas Chinese are petty cani.talists. How should 
they be dealt with if they are unwilling to contribute? Overseas Chinese 
are of the exploiting class. ‘Their land should be dealt with in accordance 
with the acrsrian law. How should their wealth and property abroad be dealt 
with? 


i: The purchase of fields and opening of business in the country should be 
granted and protected. Overseas Chinese owning industries and business do 
not possess much land in the rural villages. Apart from the distribution 
of land, the movable assets must not be touched. Their families in the vil- 
lage depend on the fields for their subsistance. If they are willing to 
toil, they should be given the land they are entitled to. Some of the 
overseas Chinese tolling masses have @ small number of fields which are 
rented to others. On return to their villege they hava to till their own 
fields to maintain their living. While they are away these fields should 
be taken care of by the Peasants! Association and returned to them on their 
return. This does not anrly to fields which are being tilled by the owners! 
relatives. Is this « correct policy? In contacting returned ovarseas 
Chinese and their families, steps shonld be teken to obtain their views. 
Among the oversezs Chinese there are very few big compradores. Overseas 
Chinese compradores only act as accomplices in oprressing the local people, 
Hxcepting a minority who directly conspire with the Imperialists, they 
cannot be included in the compradore class. 


P: Definition of the overseas newepavers. (1) Kuanchune (Masses). Who 
are the progressive, middle, or die-hard elements? Middle - Rung (3% ) 

(His father is a member of the five-man section.) YI (i ) TING ( % ). 
Hune's elder brother. The Democratic League is progressive. 


D: Those agreeing to our policy and determinedly vartying it out are 
progressive elements, Eune X is not a middie but a progressive element. 
PAN (3%), Ting (WR ), MAI Tai Li GWE)", Lin Chien-tu (4K 4 X), 
LI Chung~tang (4 4p ‘9 ), HSU Pine-heng (4 th 4h} ), and HTIANG Mei-knei 
(= HX #E), Middle such as X X later struggled sgainst the agent of the 
die-hards at Singapore.
